
CHANGE REPORTING SYSTEMS AND WAIVERS SUMMARY 
As of 4/4/2003 

Status reporting refers to waivers in which reporting of earned income changes is limited to the reporting of source of earned income, a change in wage rate, or a change in 
employment status (full time to part-time or part-time to full-time). 
5-hour reporting refers to waivers in which earned income reporting is limited to an increase or decrease in hours worked of more than 5 hours a week expected to continue 
for more than a month 
Unearned income from private sources refers to unearned income from private sources, specifically individuals, not government or business organizations. 
Simplified Reporting: excludes Migrant and Seasonal Farm Workers (SFW) and homeless households unless otherwise specified.  HH reports changes when income 
changes to levels above the 130% poverty level.
